The Federal Power Commis- 
sion ruling was on a request by 
the El Paso company for higher 
rates. The amount involved is 
$750,000. 

The effect of this reduction in 
Upland bills will not be known, 
however, until a decision is ren- 
dered in Southern Counties’ cur- 
rent rate case now pending before 
the California Public Utilities 
Commission, it was reported. 

A Southern Counties Gas com- 
pany spokesman indicated the 
utility will comply with a detail- 
ed plan provided in a prior or- 
der of the CPUC and will sub- 
mit for the Commission’s approv- 
al, plans for new rates reflect- 
ing the change. Also, because of 
the larger number of accounts in- 
volved, it is expected that final 
settlement will not be completed 
for several months. When El 
Paso Natural, Gas company orig- 
inally applied for its’ increased 
rates, it did so subject to further

Although 46,000 acres of citrus 
have been? removed in California 
and Arizona during the past six

Sunkist Growers marketed a 
total of $169 mollion f.o.b. value 
of fresh citrus fruits and process: | 
ed citrus products during the 
1953-54 shipping season, the gen- 
eral manager reported. Of total 
sales, $133 million came from the | 
sale of fresh fruits and $386 mil- 
lion from the sale of products. 

The lemon harvest during the 
past season was abundant; the 
second largest lemon crop ever 
produced, but orange yields var- 
ied widely from a normal crop in 
some areas to virtually a crop 
failure in others. As compared 
with the 1952-53 season, navel or- 
ange production was off 12 per 
cent and valencia production off 
38 per cent. 

Although the total volume sold 
by Sunkist was $3 million less 
f.o.b. shipping point than in the 
previous season, the ‘“‘on-tree”’ re 


turns to orange growers, as a| 
whole, actually exceeded last 


year by almost $10 million. With 
higher prices per box and less} 
boxes to pack and ship, the costs | 
of handling the crop were reduc- 
ed, Armstrong reported. lemon | 
sales were higher in volume but!

FREEWAY IS BOUNDARY LINE 
FOR UPLAND, OTHER COMMUNITIES 


San Bernardino residents are no doubt very pleased with 
the change of the narne of Ramona freeway to San Bernardino 
freeway. 

Spokesmen for Ontario and Pomona do not like the new 
name, naturally. There is an element of local pride and 
when that pride is snubbed, sometimes there is resentment. 
If the freeway had been called “Ontaio” or “Pornona” free- 
way, local elation would have prevailed. 

We are not discussing the merits of the name change or the 
name selected. We are emphasizing the importance of local 
pride and the necessity of local residents being constantly 
alert in maintaining a stong local loyalty. 

A distinguished Los Angeles speaker recently decried the 
lack of community loyalty within the Los Angeles area as one 
reason for apathy in civic affairs. Where one district begins 
and ends in the conglomerate Los Angeles area is a situation 
that does not inspire civic interest and concern. 

In the years ahead, this area will become densciy popu- 
lated. It is a challenge for us today to get ready to inte- 
grate the new residents of the future and to make them feel 
they are citizens of the Upland, Alta Loma, Cucamonga and 
Etiwanda district.

LOOKING FOR A BARGAIN 


Discount houses reportedly offer bagains. We don’t be- 
lieve it and neither do many people. ° 

“Let's take a look at this type of operation,” says the Costa 
Mesa Globe-Herald. ‘First of all, how can it sell merchandise 
cheaper than your local merchant? Can it buy cheaper? 

“No. It has to buy from the wholesaler and manufac- 
turer the same as your local dealer and pay the same price. 
Sometimes it even pays mere, because mest local dealers are 
exclusive retail outlets for just a few lines and actually sell 
a good many more of their particular lines than a one-horse, 
so-called “discount house” which can get you “anything”, and 
scattering its shots, sells fewer of any one particular line. 

“Can one of these places really operate on a lower over- 
head than your local dealer? Obviously not. They, too, 
need clerks, bookkeepers, lights, display space, sweeping 
compounds, and all the other necessities of any firm doing 
business ‘with the public. 

“Maybe it’s the volume? Don’t let them play you for a 
sucker. Believe one who knows. Increased volume means 
increased expenses. The savings in the volume of a busi- 
ness their size and one the size of your local retailer may 
mean big profits to them, but allocated to each individual sale 
would mean a percentage-wise savings so small you wouldn't 
even notice it. 

“Then how can they sell cheaper? There are two ways. 
One--they sell you cheaver merchandise disguised as the 
same quality. They sell you factory damaged merchandise, 
sell you cheaper lines. They seli you an item in the “nation- 
ally-advertised” line that actually does cost less while talk- 
ing about something which costs more. In plain words, they 
just play you for a sucker. 

“Then, there’s another way they can sell cheaper. They 
sell you a piece of merchandise. Then YOU load it in a trail- 
er or a truck and YOU haui it home and YOU install it, and 
YOU take cure of it if anything goes wrong. “Oh.” they say, 
this stuff is guaranteed by the factory.” Youre darned toot- 
ing it is. But they fail to inform you that the factory only re- 
pairs it or replaces it if YOU crate it up and send it back to 
them, paying all the expenses. Did you ever try te mail a 
refrigerator? 

“When you buy from your local dealer, on the other hand, 
He loads the article into a truck and he hauls it to your home 
and HE instat's it and HE takes care of the whole thing if any- 
thing goes wrong during the guazantee period, 

“Well, how much is this worth? How much is it worth to 
purchase from a fellow who is a neighbor and a friend and 
who is going to stand behind his sales 100 per cent because 
he is going to be living in the same town with you for the rest 
of his life? Well, we'll let you judge. And if you still have 
any questions, ask one of the suckers who have bought from 
any one of these so-called ‘discount houses.’ 

“Are we prejudiced? You bet we are! We not only like 
the guys who own the stores here and enjoy doing business 
with them, but they are our customers and buy a lot of ad- 
vertising in this paper io tell you about themselves and their 
products. 

“But, more than that, we just hate dishonesty in any form. 
We hate dishonest politicians. We hate dishonest individuals. 
We hate dishonest business firms.”
